Now that7all'the official Sieeeendanon 
bearing upon the October Public Mest- 
ing is before us—except perhaps the 
portion that is now represented by aste- 
risks—there is little to add to what has 
already been said upon the subject. The 
general questions upon which H. E, the 
Governor and the community ‘are at 
isstie have been well ventilated ; and wo 
shall at present do no more than make 
one or two comments upon Mr Hen- 
nessy’s despatch to the Secretary of State, 
accompanying the Resolutions. Mr Hen- 
nessy, after stating that the Resolutions 
fairly represent the views of an.“ influ- 
ential section of the European residents 
of Hongkong,” deliberately states that 
“the larger proportion of the European 
Community, including (with the excep- 
tion, I am told, of one individual) the 
whole of the Portuguese, took no part 
in the meoting, and I understand dis- 
approve of the resolutions, The Chinese 
inhabitants, who had been invited by 
the promoters to attend, did so and far 
outnumbered the others.” ‘Upon this 
passage much might be said, were any 


good-likely to result therefrom. It is a’ 


passage which will probably be remem- 
bered and quoted long: after the parti- 
cular events to which it refers will have 
been forgotten, because it is, we believe, 
the firat official utterance to the Secre- 
tary of \State of the alleged existence of 
class feeling and of any antagonism of 
race in Hongkong. -Why: this should be 
left to Mr Hennessy to initiate is plain 
enough. The present Governor of this 
Colony ‘has, notwithstanding his pro 
mises, 80 persistently ignored and so 
stedfastly placed himself in antagon- 
ism to the opinions and sentiments of 
the foreign community that he has 
been forced to beat up, as a- sot 
off, those who have hitherto failed to 
percsive the necessity of possessing or 
of expressing an opinion of their own. 
With the high respect. which we have 
always’ entertained for the Portuguese 
community—their industry, quiet and 
peaceable habitse—it is not too much to 
say that they have never until new had

* Let tho Magistrates, instead of inflict 
ing paltry: fires of 10 cents or short 
terme of imprisonment, have the power 
to inflict summary chastisoment on all 
rogues and vagabonds. Let them be 
taken from the Magistracy and publicly 
flogged at the whipping-post. I see 
the increase. of crime in the Colony is 
put down to the cheap rate of fares 
now existing between Canton and thie 
port. In my opinion the famino in the 
Kwangtung Province has also had a 
good deal to do withit. You may rest 
assured: that if a Chinaman, bent on 
depredations in this Colony, know that 
if caught -he would receive’ a lash for 
every cont ‘he pei for his paésage- 
money, he would confine his thieving 
propensities to his own country. By 
public flogging, crime would rapidly 
decrease, and the hordes of thieves at 
present hiding here wonld quickly dis- 
porse.”” 

4> That there has been an increase of 

rine for some time past cannot be denied, 
but if can hardly be attributed to me, for 
it commenced before I arrived. To-day, 
thore-are-612 -prisoners. in-thé_Hongkong | 
Gaol. On the itth of October, 1876, there 
wore 645. That there has been in this 
Colony an increase in crimes of violence 
since the beginning of the year 1876, is 
noticed by the Acting Chief Justice in his 
report on Public Flogging, dated 8rd of 
August, 1878, which was enclosed in my 
Despatch No. 05 of the 28th September, 
1878. Six months before:my arrival, Go 
yernor Sir Arthur expecta warned Lord 
Carnarvon that the criminal returns of 1876 


would .""indicate a serious ‘increase of | 


crime.” He attributed this ‘‘apparent ont- 
break among tho population of Hongkong” 
to the influx of predatory classes from 
Canton, owing to cheap fares in the river 
steamers, Those cheap fares have con- 
finned ever since, but I am disposed to 
agree with the gentleman I have just 
quoted, Mr MacEiwen, that tho increase of 
crime is not to be accounted for by the 
cheap fares alone. Mr MacEwon seems to 
think that the severe distress which exists 
in the neighbouring province of China has 
a good deal to do with it, .. 

6. To those two causes it might be fair 
to add some others, such as the natural 
increase of tho population, defecta in the 
Hongkong prison system, by which the 
system was neither sufficiently severe to 
act as a deterrent, nor based on any good 
mode of dealing with old offenders, and 
possibly the fact that the police beats have 
not been changed since 1874, and have 
been ever since then inadequately filled, as 
tho Captain Superintendent now admits, 

6. The imputation of undue: leniency is 
not supported by the following facts :— 

I havo considerably reduced. the ‘Prison 
dietary soale that had -been framed by the 
Gaol Commission and approved by my pre- 
decossor. ner : 

Instead-of Criminals convicted of a third 
or fourth felony receiving perhapa throo 
months’ imprisonment only, they now 
receive three years’ penal servitude, in con- 
séquence of a suggestion I made last year 
to the Police Magistrates that incorrigiblo 
old offenders might be committed to the 
Supreme Court, where & severe sentence 
could be inflicted. 

The number of prisoners liberated before 
serving two-thirds of their sentences, under 
my administration, is less than holf the 
number liberated in the corresponding 
period beforo my arrival; -and~ of -the 
smaller number so liberated by me, the 
majority wore in connexion with the 
entirely exceptional case of the Yesso 
calamity, every other case being one in 
which the liberation was owing to’ the 
strong recommendation of the Judge, ‘or 
where the Medical Officer urged it, on the 
ground that the death of the prisoner was 
impending. 

% Imay hero remark that, when I re- 

orted to Lord Carnarvon my intention of 

aving old offendera sent to the Supreme 
Court, so as to receive, if the Chief Justice 
thought fit, a really severo. sentence, I 
anticipated that for some time the effect 
would be to increase the number of pri- 
soners in Gaol, No doubt thie has been 
one of the results, but nevertheless it ‘is 
satisfactory to see that the number in Gaol 
at present is not greater than at the same 
date in 1876. tie a 

8. As to the-suspension of sentences of 
public flogging, my Despatch No, 96 of the 
28th ultimo will have put you in possession | 
of the steps I took on the receipt of Lord 
Carnarvon's Despatch of the 3rd-of January 
last, and of the views ‘on the subject of the 
various Officials entrasted with the ad- 
ministration of the Criminal Law. Tho 
Acting Chief Justice, the Senior Police 
Magistrate, and the other Officials con- 
cerned, ‘agree in saying that the cessation 
of public flogging in no degree increased 
crime. The Members of my Executive 
Council take the same view, and uns- 
nimously recommend the entire abolition 
of public fogging. : ag 

9. The Publice Meeting did not approve 
‘of the action I took when I had before mo 
the professionsl opinion’ of the Medical 
Officer. of the Prison as to the injurious 
effect on the- health of Chinese Criminals 
of flogging them on the back, “Clanse XIII 
of Ordinancd No. 4 of 1863, however, says:

ANOTHER FIRE IN SHANGHAI: FOUR 
LIVES LOST. 
(N. 0. D. News, Sept, 11.) 

Woe briefly reported yesterday that a fire 
broke ont between two and three ‘o'clock in 
the morning at the junction of the Canton 
and Quangsi Roads. - In itself the fire was 
a comparatively small -one, nine Chineso 
houses or shopa being the extort of the 
property destroyed; but four lives were 
sacrificed, and there is anothor incident in 
connection with the disaster which demands 
exposure with a view to prevent obstacles 
being placed in the way of the Fire Brigade, 
which, more than all the other of our local 
institutions, deserves the thanks and support 
of the community, and particularly that of 
the Chinese, who, but for their assistance, 
would be ontirely helpless in such. emer- 
gencies. 

The fire was discovered by the native 
polivuman-on the beat, who; about half-past 
two o'clock, observed smoke issuing from 
the upper windows of a shop in the Quangsi 
Road and simultaneously flames burat 
through the. doors below. He alarmed the 
neighbourhood and then ran to the Louza 
Police Station. Telegraphic news was. de- 
spatched to the other stations, and in the 
meantime the police from Louza with their 
extincteurs repaired to the sceno, where they 
were soon afterwards joined yith othors 
from the Central, and working together they 
id excellent service in preventing the flames 
spreading, The Fire Brigades were speedily 


on the spot, but it was sometime before they. 


obtained water. ... + 5% 
Tho firemen, we are informed, were about 
to make a hole through the bamboo fence of 
the Polytechnio Institution Compound-for 
the hose, but the watchman, or the man in 
charge, told them there was now no. well 
there or water to be had on the premises. 
This was communicated to the foreman, who 
ordered the engine to be removed to the 
Defence Creck, but while this -was being 
done it was ascertained that there was a 
pond and a good supply of water in the 
Polytechnio Compound, and by dint of 
persuasion admission was afterwards gained 
and the pond availed of.
